From Cosenza to Rende is a long two 
hours ina cab. On the way we pass through 
all that is typical of this great broken valley, 


| shut in by broken. hills, thickly populeted, 


and today more active than Mount Etna in 
belching forth emigrants. Our wizened old 
driver tells us that seventeen wagon loads, 
each carrying from eight to ten passengers, 
left last week for New York... 


. Hig and Mulberry Orchards. 
Our way is to the north of the first river 
terrace, through fine olf orcherds of fig, 
olive, and mulberry. Mulberry trees at first 
look like gaunt, mutilated skeletons. Noth- 
ing stands except a closely cropped trunk 
with short, stubby branches at the top. From 
these grow long, slender limbs, prolific in 
leaves for silkworms. A long, low woodep 
blacksmith shop by the roadside seems out 
of place. We. pass Many women, neatly 
dressed, some barefooted, with yellow ker- 
chiefs on their heads. And girls bearing 
bundles of firewood; one.or two old beggars; 
heavy carts drawn by fine silver gray oxen; 
men and women. are building a brick house; 
women carry the hod. The men are all shod 
in heavy, substanilal shoes. Pgs pass a@ soap 


factory. | 

We turn from the main nists and to- 
ward the hills. The soil at once becomes 
poorer, rough and stony. The road is poor 
and rough, in bad repair. We pass fine oak 
trees. And Women in charge of flocks of 
goats. in the fields. Climbing steadily, the 
land grows rougher. We cross a river with 
wide gravelly bottom. —. 

We halt at a levrice factory. On one side 
are immense piles of long, snaky roots 
shipped in from the coast. They are thrown 
into a vat of water, which is supposed to 
wash off the dirt. Then the roots are run 
through a machine which chops them into 
bdits; then under a great stone wheel, where 
they are ground into a pulp. The pulp is 
put in tanks and subjected to high pressure 
of steam. The sap falls inte a tank; from 
there it is pumped into big pans and boiled 

ntil it is thicker than molasses. Meanwhile 

is being stirred mechanically. The owner 
makes money. | 
Brick and Pottery. | 

Still climbing. We pass a large brick fac- 
tory, with. barefooted women working in the 
clay pits; a “a row of low. brick houses of 
the laborers. le whole ‘piace lacks tidi- 
ness and cleanliness. At a pool by the road- 
side a woman is washing clothes. By her are 
six children, ages 1 to 6. We met great 
loads of pottery from Rende. 

The ascent becomes more difficult: the 
country poorer. At last it is a real .climb. 
We leave the cab and walk up a long, steep 
incline, partly built over tallarches project- 
ing from the rock of Rende. 

On the way we have passed five new brick 
houses, alk emall, of one story, all built 
with money brought home from the United 
States. One of them ts closed, for the owner 


has gone back. Our ‘driver says they are | 


“crazy to go.” They come back even hap- 
pier, but they don't stay happy. He also 
wants to know why we let in people from 
Cosenza. ‘ They area bad lot.” To replace 
the old gang which went to New York a new 
crowd of maffiost has e Into Cosenza 
since the earthquake in Reggio. The police 
rounded up fourteen last week.

it costa too much. Besides, they 
don’t Want the women in the United States, 
anyway; they want to be free.

The 
stress of life has been too great and the 
press of need too, immediate to permit 
them’ to consult their tastes and talents, 
and to select the appropriate and agree- 
able occupation. They are not even given 
the privilege of building up a work monu- 
ment for Themselves, and, though they 
may live to be old and may never have 
faltered in their industry, stil] at the end 
of life they are not able to say: “ This 
structure is mine, I built it with my 
muscles and my brains. It is the evidence 


power.” ‘Their individual labor is swal- 
lowed up in some aggressive and success- 
ful. commercial organization, and even 
their fellow. workers hardly know when 
they come and when they go.- 

In the face of such conditions, where 
are men and women to look for sources 
of comfort and reassurance? Not, it is 
‘evident, in external things. Their riches 
must consist of treasures of the mind; not 
in precious jewels, but in . precious 
thoughts; not:in plate, and pictures, and 
tapestries, but in serenity, and self-re- 
spect, and hope. 

A few years ago a writer wrote some- 
thing on this point, and, looking at Iliffe 
in a large manner, he came to the con- 
clusion that all individual work is insignif- 
icant. “ There is hardly anything to show 
for any lifework when a few years or 
centuries have passed,” he said, adding:

‘To take our labor 
thus is to pass from being artisans and

without remuneration. The principal offend- 
ers in. this respect are certain Central and 
South American republics. 

Thus, tne arrest of a gentleman driver in 
some trotting races at Berlin has led to the 
discovery that although a Prussian citizen, 
who had never been out of Europe, yet he 
was in possession of perfectly authentic cre- 
dentiale, bestowing upon him the title of 
councillor of legation, and the rank of chargé 
é’affaires of the Negro republic of Liberia at 
St. Petersburg. It was also brought to light 
that he had previously acted as first secre- 
tary and councillor of the legation of Nicara- 
gua atthe vatican. 

Possessed of some little money, which he

Yet for all that he was accorded, at any rate 
untilthe time of his arrest, the prerogatives, 
social and official, of a member of the for- 
eign diplomatic corps. 

Another instance of this kind was that of 
the Baron Almeida, who died in Paris as 
envoy extraordinary and minister pienipe- | 
tentiary of the republic of San Domingo to’ 
France. He was no other_than the former 
Harry Emmanuel, who used to keep a big 
jeweler’s shop in Bond street, in London, a 
store visited by almost every American tour- 
ist who went to the British metropolis. In 
fact, he was one of the three great * Harrys ”’ 
of the west end during the '@0s and ‘70s of the 
last century. There was Harry Poole, the 
famous tailor, who dressed society: Harry 
Melton, the fashionable hatter, who hatted 
society; and Harry Emmanuel, who fur- 
nished society with its trinkets, and who had 
Edwin Streeter, afterwards the greatest au- 
thority on precious stones, as his chief as- 
sistant. ~* 

> 

Harry Emmanuel, being possessed of social 
aspirations, decided, after amassing a for- 
tune, to dispose of his shop to Streeter and 
then transfer bis abode to Paris. There, by 
a judicious outlay of money, he managed to 
secure from the Portuguese government the 
title of Baron Almeida, and set to work by 
all the means in his power to efface every- 
thing that could recall his identity “with 
Harry Emmanuel, the shopkeeper, even going 
eo far as to.deny that he had ever been in 
business in London. 

One of his Parisian friends, aware of bis 
little foibles, suggested to him that he might 
obtain an entrée into the best French society 
by securing a diplomatic appointment. Ac- 
cordingly, by means of another outlay of 

money, he got himself accredited as minister 
plenipotentiary of the San Domingo republic 
to the French government. This post he 
held for some fifteen years—that is to say, 
until the time of his death. There was no 
salary attached to the office, and he was re- 


‘| quired to defray all the expenses in connec- 


‘tion therewith, including the stipends and 
allowances of the secretary and attachés of 
his mission, whom, of course, he was free to 
appoint without regard to their nationality. 

As minister of the republic of San Domin- 
go he found no difficulty in obtaining the 

Portuguese Order of Christ and the Spanish 
Order of Isabel the Catholic, while just be« 
‘fore his death he even succeeded in procur- 
ing the French Cross of the Legion of Honor. 
After his demise there wee much liti#ation 
in connection with the disposition of his for- 
tune, and the English courts were called 
upon to decide whether, in spite of his having 
been a Portuguese baron, a San Domingo 
diplomat and envoy, a knight of the French 


Legion of Honor, and a resident of Paris, he | 


hed ever done anything to rid himself of his 
British citizenship.

The growth of our own characters, the de- 
velopment of ourselves, depends on whether 
we have the confidence that life is truly a 
forward movement, a process of develop- 
ment, whether we have the faith that the 
world grows better and man is called to go 
on from stage to stage, from glory to glory. 
Your idea of the law of movement in the unl- 
verse finds its reflection in the progress or 
stagnation and decay of your own life. 

When one has the confidence that God is 
on his side, that the law of this universe is 
the law of progress, that all its forces fight 
with the true and good for the best and the 
better day, then nothing can long oppose him, 
he fears no foes, no clouds oppress him for 
long, for no matter what the world without 
may offer, how dark the way or hard the 
fight, there burns clear within this confidence 
that all things do work together for good. 

This is faith and this is religion for us all: 
To cherish this ideal in our hearts, to hold 
fast to this, that our lives are not drifting 
wrecks;..that life is not a lonely struggle 
against impossible odds, but that for every 
one of us it may be our glad particip&tion 
in the divine program, our codperation with 
the infinite, the setting of our being in the 
tides of eternity so that We may find our 
striving, bearing, tolling, all to be part of 
the sublime story of the coming of the new 
heaven and tle new earth.

When a. student te 5 greduated or works 
entirely independent of hie professor he may 
and: ought to take such liberties as he judges - 
consistent with his ideas, but, while in a 
class, negligence in modeling and unwarrant- 
able eccentricities which a suggestion from 
the teacher may correct are not consistent. 

Mr. Wolcott’s class in composition is, on 
the other hand, a rare treat. Thet in this 
class there has been a. master spirit guid- 
ing and suggesting there is not the least 
doubt. It*is one of the best collections in 
the entire exhibit and ought to have been 
given better wall space. Thére are spirit 
and vivacity in both composition and treat- 
ment which are as refreshing as they are 
rare. Both Mr. Welcott and his students 
in this class have reason to be satisfied with 
thelr work. 

On the north wall of the room reserved for 
portrait and figure painting-are the canvases 
executed by the class in charge of Mr. Wil-.

This as an acceesory should never be per- 
mitted to detract from'the chief motive, but 
should be simply used as an agreeable foil.

For instance, a graceful lttle table in the 
delightful disorder of a just finished? dainty 
luncheon, with its snowy linen, gleaming 
silver, limpid crystal, and glowing flowers, 
offers all the opportunities to the students 
in color, values, perspective, and harmoni- 
ous contrasts that = be desired. ‘ 


The room containing sa the examples of illus- 
trating and composition is an interesting one 
Here there is the greatest latitude allowed, 
to individual ideas and their development. 
Some of the classes show up exceptiognally 
well, an atmosphere of swirl and per- 
vades, which is grateful after so much of the 
academic. The collection: represents the 
classes of Mesers. Bchook, Walcott, Clute, 
and Stevens. It is in work of this kind that 
the germ of future promise is more often 
signalized than in that of other classes, and 
here one can form a safe estimate of the 
student's latent possibilities. 

In looking over this room, which gleams 
with variety of ideas both in composition and 
treatment, the dreary monotony in the 
figure and portrait room becomes more em- 
phatic. When the students show such a 
degree of proficiency—that is, as an avet- 
age—there cam be no reason why the teacher 
should not introduce group work, at any. 
rate two models. The child is another quan- 
tity in this field which offers splendid oppor- 
tunities from every point.of view, and ought 
to be introduced. The insistent persistency 
of the single figure as a model is not: condu- 
cive to freedom and tends to chain rather 
than to enlarge the scope of the student’s 
efforts. 

The total absence of landscapes is keenly 
regrettable. What this gone 
partment to lack representation I do 
know and fail to understand, under ae tae 
cumstances, this serious omission in a com- 
prehensive yearly exhibit.

The point seems to be that while the laws 
covering flight are tremendously abstruse 
and complex, the structures required ere of 
an almost converse simplicity. 

This ie also true of the materials of such 
structures, which involve little use of ex- 
pensive metals in complex forms. Wood and 
wire and fabric—all inexpensive and easily 
worked—are about the sum of what is re- 
quired for one main element of a mode7n 
aeroplane. 

The other main element, the motor, makes 
severer demands on engineering resource, 
but this ie the element the need for which is 
avoided in a glider. 

A motor is necessary in an aeroplane only 
to maintain flight on a borisontal course or 
at an upwerd angle, so a glider, which is no 
more or less than an aeroplane without ea 
motor, is therefore perfectly capadie of fight 
on a down grade, 80 6 speak, through the air. 
This, while not permitting definite travel 
from place to place, does permit the pilot to 
secure experience of all the more important 
manipulations hecessary.

“Orders Is Orders** Now. 


“ Get the time out of her,” is the injunction 
of the railroad’s operating department. 

“ Take the haul out of her and get into 
the roundhouse,’ is the admonition of the 
freight traffic end of the service. And in 
either fleld the engine driver takes his orders 
to the letter. ' 

There's nothing else for the engineman 
and the conductor to do, nowadays. Once 
the old time freight conductor could tell a 
yardmaster where to go by force of gravity 
if the yardmaster insisted that he put four 
more cars into the conductor’s own ideas of 
what a train was. In ton measurements, 
now, the conductor is forgetting how to 
swear. If grades and tonnage of the train 
are out of proportion, the freight becomes a 
double header. 

“That's your tonuege,”’ asserts the traffic 
head of the business; ‘‘ get there with it.’’ 

It is ““commerce’"’’ today where once tt 
was “railroading '’ to the old time engineer. 
The block signal is the great regulator along 
the line. Once on a time the engineer and 
conductor having the nerve for risk passed 
the siding designated by the dispatcher’s of- 
fice and cleared for the opposing train six or 
ten milee further on. It was all right, too, if 
nothing happened! They were six or ten 
miles further on. But if they failed—— 

In the motorman’s box at the front of the 
modern fast trolley car in downtown Chi- 


cago it’s a question if the motorman doesn't 
need more individual judgment, quicknese of 
thought and action than is required of half 
the engineers at the throttle of the modern 
powerful locomotive, Railroads’ rights of 
way are fenced. Crossings are indicated by 
the whistle post, and a warning bell rings 
at thousands of them. But in the crowded 
city streets, when the chief concern of the 
motorman is what some foolish person may 
do foolishly, the motorman has eyes and 
hands and judgment in readiness for any- 
thing.

Romance Gone fr om Engineer's Life. 
Romance is gone from the locomotive. 
Much of it is going from the life of the en- 
gineer. You must stir his imagination 
often to get the kind of story the public 
asks of him. Not long ago an enterprising 
writer quoted his engineer hero as to what 
he would do going sixty miles an hour if 
suddenly an automobile filled with people 


stalled on the rails a hundred yards ahead. 


“Put on the emergency brekes?”’ sug-

HEN the writer whom the American 
public in the brief space of half a 
dozen years hes come to know and 
love under the peh name of “ O, 
Henry’ died recently all the 
newspapers of the following morning had 
column long stories of his life. 

But one interesting fact about these 
“obits” escaped the notice of the average 
newspaper reader who peruses his favorite 
* daily "all the stories were alike, fact for 
fact, some of them word for word. 

The reason was simple—the ” boneyards " 
whither a reporter goes for clippings when 
a celebrity dies, marries, or otherwise comes 
under the newspaper limelight, contained but 
a single account of O. Henry’s life. This 
was an interview published a year ago in the 
Worker's Magazine, the first and last inter- 


view O. Henry ever gave, the only time he . 


could be induced to talk about himself for 
publication. . 

Even with O. Henry backed into his easy 
chair the interviewer's task was like the 
cross examination of an unwilling witness. 
The author didn’t want to talk about him- 
self; he was much more interested in asking 
the reporter about the things he had seen and 
the people he had met. 


* 
Bohemian Throughout Life. 

O, Henry was a bohemian by. instinct, and 
—unlike most of that vagabond sect, even 
those great prototypes of bohemianisem, 
Marcel and Rodolphe—he remained a bohe- 
mian after artistic and financial! success had 
been achieved. 

Carelessness with money was one of the 
great handicaps of his life. It slipped 
through his pockets as if they were sieves. 
One of the best paid of America’s short story 
writers, receiving $700 and $800 a story, he 
was always hard up, always getting ad- 
vances from editors and publishers, always 
writing against an empty purse. 

One of his friends who refused to be quoted 
said: “‘Any one who looked like an under 
Gog could always ‘touch’ O. Henry. He 
couldn't bear to see any one who seemed to 
be in want. Why, I've seen him give a $6 
bill to a hunery eyed sandwich board man. 
Hasbeens appealed just ae strongly to his 
sympathy. Down at the heel actors. writers, 
and artists could always get ‘a lean,’ as he 
insisted upon calling it." 

“It is a bromism to say of a big man 
that you would never perceive it from meet- 
ing him,”’ said Will Irwin, one of his few in- 
timate friends. “‘ Superficially. that was true 


of O. Henry. For on the surface he was a 


silent, aahy man, His favorite diversion, he 
used to say, was to sit around a table Where 
three or four pleasant people were gathered 
together and be free from any worry about 
food and drink, and just listen. He had the 
faculty of sitting perfectly silent and yet of 
Stimulating talk rather than leading it. And 
about once in ten minutes he would throw in 
a remark, delivered in his low, apologetic 
southern voice, which went straight to the 
heart of the thing. 


* 
Story Conceived in a Flash. 

“Tt was then, I suppose, thac a clever 
stranger would heave recognized a big man in 
this suppressed, middie aged person who sat 
so quietly in the corner, and was yet the head 
of every table where he sat. 

“ He was one of the three or four in this 
generation—no more—who generate stories 
spontaneously, who see the life about them 
in story form. When the mood was on him 
he would look through a café window at a 
cab and flash, and flash! would come a story. 
But composition was with him a fearful 
labor—a proof that easy writing is d——— hard 
reading. 

" As an editor I was waiting for a story 
which he was under contract to deliver. On 
the last possible day, I went down to his work- 
shop to get it. He wae still at work on a 
pad of ruled yellow copy paper. I waited all 
the morning, reading a newspaper in a cor- 
ner, while he finished it. 

* The story seemed to come at the rate of 
about one short sentence in a quarter of an 
hour. He would run his hands through his 
hair, gaze at the ceiling, bite his penci!, put 
down three words, sit like e rock gazing at 
the wall, and put down three words more. 

“ I grew tired from sympathy as I watched 
him over my newspaper. 


* 
Industry Shown in Amount. 

* People have told me that Porter was lazy. 
Judging from the amount of stuff he pub- 
lighed and the rate at which he turned it out 
I should call him one of the most industrious 
literary workers of his time. Every man to 
hig tools, Porter's conception was a flashing 
saber, his execution a delving spade.”’

“ Firet, poise. Tha‘ means peace, that we 
have established a modus vivendi (if you 
will pardon my use of a language that was 
not discovered until some centuries after I 
died), to be no longer blown about from pas- 
sion to repentance, but to have discovered a 
safe middle of the road inthis strange world, 
to face I’fe, death, prison, or fame with equal 
composure. And the only way you can ar- 
rive at this condition of mind is to have be- 
come indifferent to yourself: so long as you 
ere looking out for number one you are going 
tc be worried.

“You do not have to be learned to become 
a philosopher and view destiny with calm 
eyes; al] you need is to be more interested 
in the universe and its wonders than you are 
in yourselfand your appetites.’’

During August, when most of her ail trone 
were out of town, the girl followed a number 
of them to @ well known summer resort. 
Here *she discontinued direct work with 
laundregses, but increased her business in 
home laundering and inskeeping clothes in 
condition so the wearers need haye no 
trouble with them. 

The girl would not permit herself to be 
overworked, She took no more work than 
she could manage without being a burden. 
However much her patrons pleaded, she was 
firm in this resolve. As the girl told 4 friend: 
“TY need money, but I do not want it at the 
expense of my nerves and . Gightmary gum- 
mer of overwork.” 

This year, so great was the girl's success, 
she will charge higher rates, also turm over 
the active laundry part. to a trained gesist- 
ent whom she ‘can trust to work sah sed 
under supervision.

I was left with four smal] children to 
provide for. The problem was a hard one to 
decide. If I went downtown to work I would 
have mending and the children to look after 
when I returned home. No, I just had to find 
something that would keep me at home. 

of course, the time worn occupation of 
keeping boarding house entered my mind at 
once. At first I could not endure the thought, 
I had lived in a boarding house for years when 
a girl’and I knew the tortures that these 
women endure. You generally have to bea 
mother to all the boarders. Old men and 
women seldom appreciate this, so why not 
try making a genuine home for young girls 
attending school or college away from home? 
That assured life and fun around the house 
and a pleasant atmosphere for my children. 

My plan settled on, I wrote to fev eral 
mothers and asked for the care of their 
daughters after obtaining their names from 
the faculty of the school. I would mend their 
clothes and attend to their little wants, and 
in return would receive an extra amount.

At the outset I apprenticed beginners whe 
in return for the privilege of learning mil- 
linery work proved efficient but inexpensive 
help. In preparation several hundred hats 
were trimmed before the sale season and also 
a large list of prospective customers’ names 
compiled for each town visited, to each per- 
son on the st an attractive card being mailed 
announcing the date of my visit and solicit- 
ing patronage.

Earning Money at Home. 

There are hundreds of women in Chicago 
who earn money by doing their work at home. 
Their work is simple, still In many cases it 
brings them an excellent living. This is es- 
pecially true of work that can be done in the 
kitchen. The increase in the number of fes- 
taurants, luncheons, and tearooms has cre- 
ated a large demand for home made deli- 
cacies. 


There is one woman who makes a good 
little income on home made biscuits. She 
came upon this work accidentally. She was 
entertaining a neighbor one afternoon and 
seryed biscuits and honey. “ My, these are 
good!” the neighbor said. “ Why don't you 
try and sell them to some of the luncheon 
roomse?'" The woman acted on the sugges- 
tion and there was soon such a demand for 
these. biscuits that she is kept busy making 
them for one restaurant alone. 


Another woman who was suddenly thrown 
on her own resources went to a luncheon 
room and asked if she might make whole 
wheat bread for them.

Interpreter of Geologic History. 


The geologist attempts to interpret the 
geological history and structure of a region 
and to suggest where certain ores or miner- 
als may or may not be found. but the detatis 
of the search for commercially valuable de- 
posits may be left-for the man who its willing 
to spend time and labor in patient explora- 
tion atone spot. One of the most important 
results of the geologist's work is the geologic 
map of the region examined. Other impor- 
tant results may relate to the character and 
origin of the deposits and to the probable 
relative value of those that lie at different 
depths. 

Pioneer work on mineral deposits in a new 
field is as a rule done by the prospector, The 
geologist does not pose as a pioneer; he is 
not looking for bonanzas; he is in search of 
information that may be of wide general use 
and in the search he merely takes the 'arger 
ascertainable facets. studies their signifi- 
cance. and in- his, report groups them in an 
orderly way. so that even in his reconnais- 
gance work he lays the foundation for thor- 
ough scientific study of: the region he ex- 
plores. 

For some of his purposes an old. abandoned 
mine without econdmic value may be of great 
gervice: it may show the manner in which 
valuable ores océur typically: it may show 
their mineral associations and mode of ori- 
gin; it may indicate the kind of country that 
wil] probably contain deposits of qa particular ’ 
mature. On. the other hand, his work may 
develop facts that seem to have no immediate 
practical applicatian but that. may in time 
become of great economic importance. 
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Example of Work in Alaska 


An example of work of this class may be 
geen in some of the geological survey's ex- 
plorations In Alaska Most of the gold min- 
ing thus far done in that region has been 
confined to work in the placers. In the course 
of their explorations in this rough region the 
government geologists have not only deter- 
mined the geology of large areas tnd ex-~- 
amined the streams or localities in which 
valuable placers are found or are likely to be 
found, but have endeavored to fix the place of 
origin of the placer gold. 

Many of the rocks from which the gold was 
derived will doubtless remain untouched 
until the placers have been exhausted, but 
when the placer deposits are gone the niiner 
must hecessarily turn to the original sources 
of the gold. Some lode mining has indeed 
already begun in Alaska and, in spite of the 
difficuity of access 4o the interior. there is no 
doubt that it can be carried on profitably.

work for the prospector as well as for the 
eologist..

t is not equipped with diamond drill or 
eta shovel; he has no tool except a light 
hammer, and in. many regions he can ob- 
serve only the natural exposures of the 
rocks; but the operations of the ¢rill and 
shovel serve to inerease hie means of ob- 
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servation and to give his work greater value. 
The prospector and the miner are therefore, 
willy nilly, the geologist’s colaborers. 
Notwithstanding the fact that prospecting 
is a distinct art, the special knowledge of 
the geologist and his habit of trained ob- 
servation enable him at times to recognize 
the presence of valuable mineral deposits 
without going through the ordinary steps of 
prospecting. A geologist of the survey, for 
example, recently discovered and called at- 
tention to a valuable deposit of monazite in 
Idaho, which ts now being exploited. Another 
discovered tin bearing veins in Alaska. 
Two significant facts attest the high esteem 
in which the work of government geologists 
is held by prospectors and mining men. 
One of these is the large demand by pros- 
pectors for the mining reports of the geo- 
logical survey; the other 1s the demand for 
the services of the geologists themselves.

phot firer is the soldier of the mine 

or $3 a day; In Missouri, he risks his 

life nearly every minute white on duty. 

Tn Illinois the operators and the miners 

are quarreling at present about his pay. 

By his devotion the danger to the man who 

labors with pick and spade is immeasurably 

lessened. Under the old system of each miner 

discharging his own cartridges chaos reigned 

in the mine. You could never tell when a 

shot was going off, nor how to dodge. Now 

the miner, when through with hig work, 

makes a large paper cartridge. places three 

pounds of blasting powder in it, and inserts 

a@ long fuse. Then he slips the cartridge In 

the coal he wante.bleown down and leaves 
the mine. 


When all the miners are out four shot firers, 
if the mine ie a large one, go down and 
hunt up these cartridges. and touch 4 torch 
to them. At the mouth of each room is 
a wooden indicator on which is marked the 
number of shots in that’ room. The shot 
firers journey through the black ayenues 
in pairs, so if one is hurt e comrade is near 
to render ald. Each shot firer wades through 
eight mijee qf room and entry, slushy road- 
way lérgely, every night. All he hae to do 
is to touch his torch to*those little yellow 
' tails’ projecting frém the coul like snakes, 
but to do that he has to have eyes like a 
cat and the agility of an acrobat. 


The shot firer generally has to be drafted. 
as few miners care te tackle-the job, He fs 
selected from his knowledge of the mine, his 
courage and his acumen in time of peril. A 
large mine may contain ali the way from 25 
to 30 miles of main and cross entries, cross 
cuts and passages. Then there are hundreds 
of rooms on all of these entries, many of 
which have ‘been worked out. To be able to 
go his work and get ont alive the shot firer 
must know every foot of ground traversed 
by the mine tn its myriad labyrinths.

A rehearsa! of the procession the day be- 
fore a church wedding is frequently gone 
through to avoid mistakes at the ceremony. 
In all details the rehearsal must be the same 
as for the: event, and there is no doubt that 
the practice improves the artistic effect. 

Brides ae late at church, and probably al- 
Ways will be, so it is not safe to say that the 
bridegroom and his best man should leave 
the robing room and proceed to the steps of 
the chancel at the moment the ceremony is 
to take place. These two important per 
eonages are not with the bride, for the bride- 
groom meets his future wife in the church. 
He does not go there with her. The sefest 
way of preventing a delay is to have some 
one stationed at the door who can signal the 
two men when the bride arrives. 

At such signal the bridegroom, followed. by 
the best man, walks to the center of the 
chance! steps and faces the church to await 
the arrival of the bride. She by this time 
should have started down the aisle to the 
chancel, though she is the last of her pro- 
cession. Heading it are the ushers, walking 
two by two. Directly behind them are the 
little flower girls and then the bridemaids, 
also walking two and two. 

The maid of honor walks alone, directly in 
front of the bride, who is escorted either by 
her father or the male relative who is to give 


her away. When ehe reaches the chancel 
steps she drops her escort's arm and takes 
her place beside her intended husband, the 
father or relative staying behind at her left. 
By this ‘time the bridemaide should have 
grouped themselves at the left, with the 
flower giris in front, the ushers at the right. 
The best man’s place is just behind, at the 
right of his friend. 

The father stays until he gives the bride 
away, when he steps back to a seat in the 
front pew. 

The maid of honor hes no duties save to 
hold the bride’s. bouquet, which is given to 
her before plighting the troth. After the 
ceremony, before the bride faces the church, 
the maid.of honor returns the. bouquet and 
puts back the veil from the bride’s face. 

Leaving the church, the order of procession 
changes. The little flower girls start first, 
scattering flowers as they walk, and directly 
behind are the newly married couple. The 
maid of honor and best man are side by side 
just behind them, and then follow. the 
ushers and bridemaids, each man walking 
with a girl. 

Having taken the bridemaidsg to the door, 
the ushers return singly and begin to escort 
the invited guests to the doors, 

The bride presents gifts to the maide, and 
the bridegroom gives his best man and ushers 
souvenirs. 


HomeLaundry W orkin Summer. 


By MARY BURNS. 


It is by no means an easy task, in the ma- 
ity of cases, to launder summer clothés 
satisfactorily, and yet upon their careful 
laundering really depends their future uses, 
not to speak of their ijooka. The most com- 
ren mistake made by inexperienced laun- 
dresses is in the use of water which is much 
too hot. It is better to give a garment sev- 
eral washings in tepid water than one in 
scalding hot water. 

When washing colored garments it is 
better first to set the color by allowing them 
to soak for severalhours at least, in a solu- 
tion of cold salted water in the proportion of 
ohne tablespoonful of salt to one quart of 
water, and in their subsequent washing 
never to use scalding water on them. In 
fact, the use of scalding water should be con- 
fined to the removing of any soiled or stained 
places on the clothes which are to be laun- 
dered. Take, for example, a skirt or a blouse 
which has become stained or spotted in one 
or two places. Hold the stained or spotted 
portion of the garment quite taut over a 
basin, and allow scalding water to run upon 
and through it, either from the teakettle, or 
by pouring it from a pitcher. The object 
of this is to loosen the texture of the mater- 
fal. and to unmat the threads, making it 
easier to remove the stain. 

‘This process may not entirely remove the 
stain or spot In every case; but it will at least 
greatly help toward that end, and possibly 
by the further use of some mild solution it 
will entirely disapper. In removing stains, 
it must always be remembered ‘that any 
severe measures are usually fatal to the cot- 
ton washable material, either by removing 
the color or by rendering the material tender, 
and making it liable to tear quickly or wear 
through im the washing and ironing. 


* &* 
Washing Done iw Tepid Suds. 


Before proceeding to wash any garment, it 
should always be examined first to see if 
there are any stains. Soap should never be 
rubbed uponagarment. The washing should 
be done in tepid «ude made from bolled down 
eoap. - 

In these tepid soapsuds the garment should 
be washed until quite clean; if It is much 
soiled it may be washed through a second 

‘soapsuds and when quite clean rineed in 
- @lear water of the same temperature ag the 
suds. it is always hetter to rinse in at least 


three waters until] all traces of soap have en- 
tirely left the garment. In the case of a 
blouse it should be squeezed as dry as poss!i- 
ble with the hands, squeezing it downward— 
that is to say, from neckband to waistband. 
In the Jaundering of wash silks the same 
process of using lukewarm suds should be 
followed. In the rinsing of wash silkc {t is 
sometimes ea good thing to add a few drops of 
pure white Vinegar to the last water. 

It ig in the starching of clothes that many 
inexperienced laundresses are apt to make 
a mistake by having the starch too thick and 
overstarching thin materials. Nothing is 
ugler than a too stiffly starched blouse or 
gown, especially when the starch used has 
been meade too thick and has matted the 
threads of the material, No amount of good 
ironing can gloss over this defect. 

When ready to starch mix a tablespoonful 
of starch with water into a perfectly smooth 
paste, then add two or three pints more of 
water. Dissolve from half to a teaspoonful 
of borax, according to the amount of water, 
and add to the starch. mixing the two quite 
smooth and well together. 


* * | 
How to Prepare Blue Water. 


After mixing the starch prepare the blue 
water. For this you will probably require 
from three pints to two quarts of water. 


‘It looks quite blue in the bowl, but when a 


teaspoonful ‘is taken from the bowl It should 
look quite pale. Be particular about this 
point, as too much ~bluing will make your 
dress an ugly color. First dip the blouse into 
the bluing, always holding it by the neck- 
band, dipping it once or twice; then squeese 
the bluing out, proceeding in the same man- 
ner as in the first drawing and squeezing 
process when the blouse was from the 
first washing water. 


Then dip into the starch, afterward sequeesa- 
ing it as dry as possible with the hands and 
always from the neckband downward. Then 
roll ina cloth which is slightly dampened. 
Proceed in:the same way witha gown. Some 
laundresses who use boiled starch add a few

Pineapple Helps, 


Canning pineapples made easy! No more 
ruffied tempers and sore, pricked hands! 
First, a good sharp paring knife. Then, when 
all is in readiness, plunge a pineapple into 
boiling water, let stand about three minutes, 
remove and cut into slices not more than 
one-half inch in thickness. With the paring 
knife the now softened rind and eyes may 
be removed easily, quickly, and with a con- 
siderable saving of the fruit. When the ap- 
ples are all sliced and pared half the quan- 
tity may be shredded through the food chop- 
per to be used for puddings, sherbets, cakes, 
etc., and the remainder cut into pieces ag de- 
sired before “ boiling up*’ in the prepared 
hot sirup and canned in the usual way. This 
method is a great saving not only in fruit and 
time, but one’s hands are spared much. _

Recipe for Fairy Ginger Bread. 

The fairy gingerbread, which is especially 
suitable for afternoon teas or porch parties, 
consists of one-half cupful of butter, one 
oupful of light brown sugar, one-half cupful 
of milk, ane one and seven-eighths cupfuls 
of bread flour. Granulated sugar can be used 
instead of brown, but the best flavor is ob- 
tained with the light brown. Add the milk 
gradually, or it would separate and have to 
be beaten more after the flourisin. Always 
use the glass measuring cup, as the pro- 
portions.are thenexact. Spread the mixture 
thinly on a buttered baking sheet with a 
spatula and bake ina medium oven. Watch 
carefully and turn the pan frequently during 
baking, that ell may be evenly baked. Cut 
while hot. 

For the frozen pudding use one tablespoon- 
ful of gelatin, one quart of milk, one cupful 
of sugar, one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, four 
eggs (or six yolks), one-half.cupful of raisins, 
one-half cupful of English walnuts, one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla.

Use of Homemade | rmmings 


Women have suddenly changed from the 
simplest to the most exquisite and delicate 
workmanship for the trimming of their 
gowns. The principal drawback in connec- 
tion with the amourmt of handwork and em- 
broidery used on most of the modern clothes 
is the question of expense, and fortunate in- 
deed is the girl who possesses skillful fingers 
and cap do hand sewing aad embroidery as 
well. 

Most trimmings are of the band shape at 
present. The Louis Seize galloons, which are 
so pretty and make such effective trimming 
for evening gowns, and also for cloth jackets, 
may be made from bands of white broadcloth 
embroidered with gold threads and narrow 
ribbons of pale pink. blue, and white. The 
designs for such embroideries are small 
wreaths of tiny flowers and leaves, These 
fiat band trimmings are usually arranged on 
one gown in two widths, the designs, of 
course, being the same on each bard. 

For more elaborate gowns the designs are 
stamped on the material, silk being the best 
for treatment of this kind, and the pompa- 
dour and Dresden style of embroideries be- 
ing much the prettiest. The bands are em- 
brojdered with clusters and sprays of flowers 
in natural colorings, joined together with 
little bowknots in imitation of ribbon, the 
eolorings of the flowers imitating nature. 

For the more practical gowns for the street 
conventional designs and scrolls are cut out 
of velvet and cloth. These are treated in a 
number of ways; some are gathered ~ ith 
rows of stitching and others are fastened 
down to the gown with buttonhole stitching 
done in heavy silk. 


The vogue for applique trimmings shows no 
sign of lessening. The handsome brocaced 
satins- and silks are most ingeniously used 
for trimming by cutting out the designa. 
These designs are used as a border or in me- 
dallion fashion. Polka dots, checks, and the 
tartan taffeta silks are used as narrow bands 
and folds. Placed in the center of wider 
folds of cloth they make effective garzitures 
for skirts and jackets. 

Insertions of black silk crochet are also ex- 

ceedingly effective, particularly so when laid 
over white, Crocheting may be turned to 
good account in these days to form trim- 
mings. 
» For gowns and blouses of thin material, 
such as crépe de chine and the softer silks 
and satins, the collars, cuff bands, and other 
trimmings, provided they be of a flat band 
character, are pretty when made of bias folds 
of the material joined together with fagot 
stitching. Still another way of trimming in 
these materials is to arrange the bias folds 
in crisscross fashion, or braided, the separate 
strands being caught together by “‘ wheels" 
or “ cobweb ”’ stitches, using heavy embroid- 
ery silk for the purpose. This form of trim- 
ming being openwork in effect, requires a 
lining, and in many cases one of a contrast- 
ing shade to the gown gives just the neces- 
sary touch of color. 

Where there is a profusion of trimming it 
is usually of braid or the appliqued designs 
of velvet on cloth. Braiding never seems to 
lose its hold om fashion, and does not restrict, 
as do some gayer and’ more elaborate trim- 
mings, the usés of a gown to certain spec’a! 
purposes.

Tea Making Art with Japanese. 


By JANE LEE. 


When a Japanese expert makes tea the for- 
eign spectator is impressed not only with the 
extreme sensitiveness of his hands, but also 
with the evident delicacy of his senses of 
sight and smell. However, any one who 
wants to may serve tea in America with the 
same delicate taste @nd aroma that are se- 
cured by thé best tea brewers of Japan. The 
secret lies in the proper infusion. 

First, as to the tea itself. The variety is 
a matter of individual taste. One should pot. 
think that a high priced tea is necessarily any 
better than one of lower price. Select the 
tea you like best and learn whether it is from 
an early or a late picking, its name at home, 
how it is cured, and then insist upon getting 
the same tea every time. And do not forget 
that a poor tea properly made is better ia 
every way than a superior tea badly made. 
A few experiments with a variety you like 
will result in ae perfect tea, so far as your 
taste is concerned, and after that do not mod- 
ify in any detail the way of making it proper- 
ly, for in nothing is greater exactitude re- 
quired. 

Tea leaves subjected to different processes 
of curing require different methods to get the 
best beverages. There are two broad rules 
to follow and several minor ones. First, 
black teas reauire boiling water and green 
teas do not. al 

Black tea requires fresh water poured on 
the leaves when it has just come to a decided 
boil. Hot water that has boiled a long time 
and lost its life wilt not make good tea. It 
should stand for from three to seven minutes 
(according to the variety and quality) and 
only in a porcelain pot. Then all the liquid 
should be poured off. In other words, put 
only as many cupfuls into the pot as you wish 
io serve at once, Hot water standing on 
tea leaves draws out the tannin, which is 
the main thing to be avoided. For second 
cups pour boiling water on these once used

The principal ingredients of tea are tannic 
acid and theine. From the former we get all 
the bitter and deleterious taste, from the lat- 
ter the aroma and the pleasing and beneficial 
effects of tea. To draw out the theine and 
at the same time not disturb the tannin is 
the object of good -tea making. « If you have 
made a tea with no frée tannic acid, milk may 
improve it as a beverage for some tastes. 
Always Bee that the sugar (if you care to use 


it) is thoroughly dissolved and stirred in be-” 


fore you add thé milk—this makes a decided 
difference chemically. 

In making green tea bear in mind that the 
thing to be desired is an oily beverage; not an 
astringent, but ope that is smooth. Water 
beyorid 160 degrees Fahrenheit tends to de- 
etroy the flavor and aroma by driving off the 
volatile oil. hot water stand in the cups 
to be served in order that they may be thor- 
oughly heated, so as not to coo! the tea after- 
ward poured into them. 

Pour fresh hot water, cooled enough to put 
your finger in, over the green leaves and let 
it stand in a porcelain pot for two minutes 
and a half. Then pour a little into each 
cup, amd then a little more, and so on, in or- 
der to make each cup of like quality. As 
with black tea, only enough water to fill 
the cups to be immediately served should be 
put into the pot. 

No sugar or milk is needed if the water is 
of the right temperature. Japanese tea made 
in thie way should have 4 greenish amber 
color, with a true tea oush aroma andan oily 
taste. | 

Another important consideration in making 
tea is the kind of water’used. Soft water 
always makes better tea than hard water.

There's variety for you. It doesn’t look as if @ man 
could be involved in such a mess of prosecution and 
retain his freedom and a considerable fortune, but 
Springer has done both. He isn’t as rich as he used 
to be, probably, but he is as free as ever, and he at- 
tends to his real estate business every day in the 
week—-when he isn’t defending a lawsuit. The time 
that he is forced to spend in the latter way would be 
considered ruinous by the average business man. 
‘Springer, from long usage, takes it as a matter of 
course.

. Wives’: Social Enmity Starts Sait? 

On May 21, 1904, he Became involved in a legal bat- 
tie in which he sought to secure the disbarment of 
Julius A. Coleman, attorney. The suit was brought 
about, it was said, by the social enmity of Mrs. : 
Springer and Mrs. Coleman. The Springers dug up. 
Coleman’s ancient history. and found that he once 
had served a term in the penitentiary. Coleman won 
the fight and came off with.fiying colors. This case 
was one of the most famous of its kind. 

On-May 26, 1904, Springer was charged by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Beach with having induced her to trade her 
$15,000 farm fer worthless notes. 

On July 28, 1904, he was. charged by his creditors 
with having committed fraud by turning over to his 
wife his 1,500 acre farm in Jasper county, Ind. Spring- 
er was ordered by Judge Hanecy to turn over to Ed- 
win J. Zimmer, who had been. appointed receiver for 
the estate, all his property, vained at. $1,129,284. 
Springer’s debts at this time were placed at $156,000, 
and it was alleged that he had repeatedly refused to 
settle the claims against him. This case also caused 
a sensation at the time of its occurrence.

Commercial Holdings All Surrendered. 

On Oct. 20, 1904, Springer surrendered to Attorney 
Thomas B. Brougham, attorney for.the Northwestern 
Life Insuragce company, @l1 his commercial holdings. 
The property wastransferred for the nominal sum of 
$1 to satisfy a debt of $471,000 to this company. The 
property's total value was placed at ovér $1,000,000 
and included the manufacturing buildings at 171-173 
Canal street, 286 Canal street, and 166-174 Clinton 
street. He was said to owe other creditors: $100,000, 
but Attorney Brougham at the time deciared that the 
surrender marked the end of Springer’s financial difi- 
culties. He was said to retain a-comfortable fortune 
after all settlements had been made. Unfortunate 
speculations were said to be responsible for his losses. 

On Dec. 8, 1908, Judge Adams of the Appellate court, 
in reversing a judgment in a damage suit brought by 
Gertrude Kouechle against Springer, grilled Springer 
and said that he plainly was guilty of fraud. Spring- 
er was accused of having traded worthless notes for 
‘a farm near Merrill, Wis. .Kouechle, the woman's 
husband, brought suit in Wisconsin and recovered the 
property, and Mra. Kouechle sued @pritiger for dam- 
ages.
